Infectious  Diseases. 

The  City~has  not  been  afflicted  by  any  serious  outbreak 
infectious  disease.  Indeed,  infection  generally  has  been  le 
prevalent  than  in  more  normal  times. 

(a)  Measles.  1  . 

There  was  an  epidemic  of  Measles  which  reached  its 
in  June  when  weather  conditions  were  more  favourable  and  le 
likely  to  promote  complications  in  this  disease.  There  ?'':r 
426  notified  cases  and  1 'death. 


(b)  Whooping  Cough. 

■There  were  a  few  sporadic  cases  of  ivhooping  Cough  in  th 
spring  and  summer,  but  the  numbers  increased  towards  eold-ijn-'.  ; 
proportions  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  There  were  .ill 
cases  and  1  death. 

(c)  Other  Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases 

Excluding  Pneumonia  (from  v/h’ich  there  were  24  dearrh  '  a 
Puerperal  Sepsis  (from  vhich  there  were  two  deaths),  tncj'^  vn- 
no  death  from  any  other  infectious  aisease.

steps  are  being  taken  continuously  to  encourage  all  parents  t 
have  their  children  safeguarded  against  this  serious  and  fata 
disease. 
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(f)  home  Typhus  j^ever  (Ministiy  of  Health  CircuJ.di''  . 

In  view  of  the  risk  of  Typhus  .7ever  gaining  entry  £o  lire  ' 
country,  consideration  was  given  to  the  question  of  dealing  wit.’i 
such  a  problem  should  it  arise  in  the  district.  Arrangcicentp. 
have  been  made  for  the  isolation  and  treatment  of  pat:- ents 5aT:d 
protective  clothing  has  been  acquired  for  the  staff  wtwO  v/ould  be 
employed  in  this  dangerous  work. 

It  cannot  be  ooo  strongly  st3:’essed,  however,  tViat  if 
there  are  no  lice  In  a  community  there  will  be  no  Typhus. 


(g)  Tuberculosis  - 

There  has-been  an  Increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  ac!.- 
respiratory  tuberculosis  and  also  an  increase  in  the  nuniner  of 
deaths.  This  is  the  form  ox’  the  disease  which  usually  attacks 
young  children  ana  it  appeoit?  that  more  infection  is  occurrirg 
in  domestic  surroundings,  a  fact  vihich  may  be  due  to  two 
reasons,  viz.  the  difficulty  in  isolating  the  acute  active  form"' 
of  lung  disease  in  adults,  and  a  greater  amount  of  tuberculous 
infection  in  milk.  The  latter  source  of  infection  can  be 
eradicated  by  efficient  pasteurization  of  all  milk  supplies. 


Water  Supplies. 

Regular  supervision  and  bacteriological  examination  of  the 
two  water  supplies  in  the  City  were  continued  throughout  the 
year. 

In  addition,  the  question  of  emergency  water  supplies  was 
investigated,  and  all  wells  in  the  district  were  inspected  and 
the  well  water  subjected  to  bacteriological  examination  and 
chemical  analysis.  As  a  result,  the  fallowing  wells  were 
found  to  be  suitable  for  drinking  purposes  provided  the  water 
from  five  of  the  wells  is  chlorinated.  The  water  from  the 
sixth  well  was  found  to  be  suitable  for  drinking  purposes 
without  chlorination:-

Nuisance  from  Stagnant  Water. 

”  A  large  area  oF”land  was  flooded  with  river  water  to 
provide  an  emergency  fire  fighting  supply.  This  procedure 
resulted  in  a  smell  nuisance  due  to  the  evolution  of  hydrogen 
sulphide. 

The  water  containing  50%  of  sea  water  was  flooded  on  lane 
where  there  was  a  considerable  amount  of  grass  which  decayed  arc 
died  as  a  result  of  the  action  of  the  saline  water.  This 
caused  the  water  to  be  deprived  of  oxygen,  with  the  result  that 
certain  bacterial  grov/th  took  place.  In  the  process  of  grcvvth;. 

the  bacteria  broken  down  the  sulphates  in  the  salt  water  to 
sulphides  with  the  evolution  of  hydrogen  sulphide  which  cauoea 
the  smell. 

Dr.  Southgate  from  the  Water  Pollution  Research  Board 
carried  out  the  investigation  on  which  the  above  conclusions 
are  based. 

To  abate  the  nuisance,  the  water  was  run  off  and  tiie  lane 
ploughed  up  thoroughly  and  re- flooded,  since  which  time  no 
nuisance  '.Tas  occurred.
